To Sow W inter Wheat and Rye. 
Au increase of l l per cent in the 
a m age to be -sown to winter whejt 
in Oklahoma this fall is indicated 
if the farmers* intentions of August 
I are carried out. An increase of l l 
percent would give an acreage of 
3.745.000 acr.*s to be sown this fa*I 
compared with 3.374,000 Lores sown 
last fall. 
The fine crop harvested this year 
in Oklahoma, and the advance in 
price, will induce farmers to in 
crease their acreage of winter wheat. 
The weather has been very favor­ 
able for plowing and considerable 
plowing has already been completed. 


Mulch Iii Dry Weather 
(Chaa. N. Tunnell in Farm 
and Ranchi 
Some farmers seem to thiuk that 
there is no use wasting Loud labor 
when dry weather shows poor pros­ 
pects for an average crop yield. This 
is a serious mistake, as dry weather 
is the time for farmers to do some 
real thinking. a» well as working. 
in the first place, a dry tin ** is the 
best season to kill out all weeds, 
and 
by 
constant 
r u in a tio n 
the 
moisture will be preserved. 
When soil is allowed to form a 
crust, it also forms capillary con­ 
nect! 3ns, which allows the capillary 
water to move upward toward the 
driest part of the soil. This up­ 
ward movement causes rapid evapo­ 
ration, which is the worst enemy a 
farm er 
has. 
This 
evaporation 
must be 4 voided ny cultivation of 
the soil. If much land needs to be 
covered in a short space of time. 
the section harrow is the right Im­ 
plement to do the work with, as so 
mach more land can be covered in 
a day than with a cultivator or 
other 
implement. 
Many 
times 
even large plants can l>e harrowed 
with success, especially if the plants 
are in a furrow. Harrowing at t:\is 
stage serves a two fold purpose by 
leveling down the beds* so that later 
cult! atlon will be easier, and by 
forming a dust mulch to prevent 
evaporation. 
Although it may seem that there 
is not any moisture whatever in the 
soil, by digging down about eigh­ 
teen inches the moistu v will be in 
such amount that the soil will be 
waxy, and stick together. When the 
soil is in this condition is no time 
to get discouraged and stop work 
on tim crop, just because the top 
soil is dry. This amount of bot­ 
tom moisture will carry the croi 
through several 
weeks of drouth, 
p r o v in g the top sci’ 
is worked 
enough to prevent loss of tips mois­ 
ture. 
Constant stirring of tile mulch 
keeps it in the best condition to pre­ 
serve the moisture, a n i it the sam e 
time Ii puts the soil in excellent 
shape to receive the greatest benefit 
from rain. 
When weeds have been well work­ 
ed uown in dry weather they are 
not going to give so much trouble 
in :* rainy season, out if they ar. 
allowed to grow until after a rain 
it will render them hard to handle. 
Many people seem to think that a 
crop should be laid by, 
continued, as soon as 
this Is not th*' best 
working of the field 
weed seed for the following year. 
Iaite cultivation will also help to 
store a larger amount of capillary 
w atir in the soil for th* following 
year, and will insure a greater yield. 
The framer who adapts las worn to 
fit the weather will find it is much 
m o n profitable than trying to tit 
the weather to his needs.

Stuffed Cookies.— Four eggs, two 
cupfuls sugar, two cupfuls butter, 
one teaspoonful cream of tartar, one 
teaspoonful 
soda, 
on*-half 
cup! pl 
milk, (scant) one teaspoonful va­ 
nilla. chopped raisins aud walnuts, 
and flour enough to roll out. Com­ 
bine ingredients and roil out. Spread 
on one half, first a layer of jelly, 
second one of chopped raisins, third 
one of chopped walnuts. Turn the 
other half over the portion spread, 
pat or roll slightly and shape. Bake 
in 
usual way. These cookies are 
especially fine in preparing lunches. 
Fruit Cookies—One-half cupful of 
butter, one cupful of sugar, two 
eggs, 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
sour 
milk. one scant teaspoonful of soda, 
two tablespoonfuls of molasses, one 
cupful of chopped nuts, one cupful 
of chopped raisins, one tesspoonful 
of cinnamon, 
one 
teaspoonful of 
ground cloves, and two cupfuls of 
flour. Mix thoroughly all ingredients 
and roll into a thick sheet. Cut 
into squares and bake in a mode­ 
rate oven.
